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D.C. Baseball: 

For SW, the stadium offers possibilities, 
as well as problems in traffic and parking

A government-sponsored Information 
Open House on building a baseball sta¬ 
dium in the Southeast-Southwest area 
was held March 8, and the principal 
message to Southwest residents was this: 
when the Washington Nationals play at 
home, traffic and parking in our neigh¬ 
borhood will be major problems. 

During a two-and-a-half-hour show- 
and-tell meeting at Van Ness Elementary 
School attended by some 100 citizens, 
spokespersons for half a dozen city agen¬ 
cies outlined plans for improving present 
traffic patterns and for developing new 
roadways and parking facilities to meet 
the ballpark crush. The consensus was 
that there will not be enough to satisfy 
either residents or ball fans, but that spe¬ 
cific efforts will be made to ease conges¬ 
tion. More on this later in this article. 

Other issues discussed that will impact 
on Southwest included relocation of 
businesses, rezoning, the orientation and 
design of the new stadium, and improve¬ 
ments and changes in bridging the Ana- 
costia River. 

The stadium site is a 21-acre SE 
plot bounded by South Capitol Street, 
N Street, First Street and P Street.The 
design of the stadium is to be approved 
by the end of June. The soon-to-be 
owner of the site, the Anacostia Water¬ 
front Corporation (AWC), will require 
an open center-field wall to direct most 
of the sound, and the view, north toward 
the Capitol. No blank walls will face the 
streets in the area; such public ameni¬ 
ties as shops and restaurants will be 
required. 
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The formal rezoning of the stadium 
plot is expected by the end of July. The 
D.C. Sports & Entertainment Com¬ 
mission said construction will begin in 
February 2006 and completion is set for 
March 2008, in time for the opening 
game. (The season opens this year on 
April 14.) Property owners in the site 
have been informed of buyout proposals 
by the city. 

Surrounding the stadium is the Capi¬ 
tol Gateway area, bounded roughly by 
Second Street S.W, Independence Ave¬ 
nue, Third Street SE, and the Anacos¬ 
tia River. According to Chan Krieger 
& Associates, designers for the AWC, 
development plans will go to the AWC 
board by this September. 

As for traffic and parking affecting 


Southwest: 

The D.C. Department of Traffic & 
Transportation told the meeting there 
will be no changes in the design or traffic 
flow of Southwest streets in connection 
with the ballpark. Specifically, said Dan 
Tangherlini, director of the department, 
the new Fourth Street link through the 
to-be-rebuilt Waterfront mall “is not 
seen as a cut-through to relieve traffic 
on M Street, baseball or otherwise.” 
The focus at the mall, he said, continues 
to be “an effort to return the street to 
the community.” South Capitol and M 
streets are expected to take the brunt of 
the baseball traffic. 

As for parking, residents expressed

THE PRINCIPAL PROPOSED CHANGES FOR THE AREA INCLUDE: 

• Redesigning South Capitol Street within its current 160-foot-wide corridor, with 
improved access to and from the ballpark for bridge and freeway traffic (so far, 80 percent 
of the Nationals' season ticket buyers are from Maryland and Virginia). 

• In Southwest, redeveloping the area between Second Street and South 
Capitol and from Q Street to the river - excluding, at least initially, the Coast Guard head¬ 
quarters building and the power plant. Sites facing South Capitol between M and Q will 
also be affected. All this involves tearing out some older residences (“very little,” says the 
AWC), as well as concrete and scrap material businesses, small firms on South Capitol, 
and blue night clubs (about which D.C. Council member Sharon Ambrose observed, “I 
think their time in this area has passed.”) 

• Rehabilitating the decaying Frederick Douglas Memorial Bridge across the 
Anacostia, to give it another five-to-ten years of life, to be completed by 2007. And mean¬ 
while to design and build a replacement bridge just downstream as part of a new traffic 
design between SW and SE arteries.

Ed Sylvester, 

First President of 
SWNA, in 1963 

Edward C. Sylvester, first president of 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
when it was organized in 1963, died on 
Feb. 12. 

He was 81 years old. 

Mr. Sylvestercame to Washington in 
1962 to serve as deputy administrator 
of the Bureau of International Labor 
Affairs under President John F. Kennedy. 
Under President Lyndon B. Johnson 
Sylvester became the first director of the 
Labor Department’s Office of Federal 
Contract Compliance in 1965. 

From 1967 to 1973 he was on the 
D.C. Board of High Education and its 
chair for three years. From 1975 to 1993 
Mr. Sylvester was staff director of the 
House of Representatives Committee on 
the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Sylvester was a member of the 
boardof the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

Ed is survived by his wife of 56 years, 
Lucy and three children, Lynn Sylvester 
and Carol Bradwell of Washington, and 
Edward C. Ill of Sarasota, Fla. and a 
grandson.

concern that stadium parkers would 
overflow into the neighborhood. The 
stadium, which is to seat up to 40,000, 
is required to provide only 1,100 park¬ 
ing spaces itself - which, some residents 
commented, would probably go to elite 
season-ticket holders. 

D.C. transportation officials sug¬ 
gested a number of solutions under 
consideration: 1) Use the off-work-hour 
underground parking of the many new 
office buildings in the area. 2) Provide 
parking in the empty areas just across the 
Anacostia River at Poplar Point and bus 
fans from there to the park. 3) Encour¬ 
age the development of water taxi busi¬ 
nesses to provide similar parking links. 
4) Promote the use of Metro (the Navy 
Yard station is one long block away, 


but officials agree that its expanded use 
would require access improvements). 

Officials said efforts would be made 
to block stadium users from using des¬ 
ignated residential parking areas in SW 
(already inadequate for residents). One 
official noted that it was hoped that 
baseball fans would be willing to park 
some distance from the stadium - an 
official planning map showed concentric 
circles up to three-quarters of a mile 
from the stadium — and walk. 

Council Member Sharon Ambrose 
urged Southwest residents to attend 
public hearings as they are announced. 
“What’s going on around the new ball 
field will be very healthy for the South¬ 
west community.” But, she said, in urg¬ 
ing public participation in the process, 
“the trick is not to let the happening get 
ahead of the planning.”

Should SWNA Seek 
Baseball Parking Plan? 

The huge parking problem that the new 
baseball stadium will bring to residents 
and businesses of Near Southwest and 
Near Southeast was discussed bythe Board 
of the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
at its Feb. 7 meeting. 

One plan, by a private company, was 
explained by a representative of Park USA, 
Inc. It would set up a parking district 
for several blocks in Near Southwest and 
Near Southeast of 2,600 metered curbside 
on-street parking spots which are non- 
metered at present. 

The Parks USA company would pay the 
District of Columbia $100 million to con¬ 


trol those meters. The company promises 
to keep residential parking free and acces¬ 
sible on game days.

Holiday Inn Capitol, located at 550 
C St., SW,is in the final stages of an $8.5 
million renovation.This remodelingbe- 
gan December 22, 2003.The outside 
of the hotel was reconfigured.The new 
entrance fronts on C St. and a lighted 
Teflon canopy welcomes guests. Inside, 
the lobby, gift shop, restaurants, hallways, 
and 532 guest rooms and bathrooms all 
have a new look. The guest rooms have 
hard-wired high speed internet , triple 
sheeting and new furniture and art. 

New additions are the 21st Amend¬ 
ment Bar and Grill, a large courtyard for 
outdoor restaurant seating, and a greatly 
expanded business center. A Starbucks 
will be opening this spring at the corner 
of 6th & C Sreets.lt will have a street 
entrance, as well as an entrance from the 
hotel. On the corner of the hotel, there is 
a dramatic white Teflon fin. By night, this 
shaft is dramatically lit.
